I CIS report would assist in achieving more effective internal

DETAILS 

An analysis of the ICIS report indicates that the 
Bureau's responsibilities have been recognised by the Bureau in the, 
past and steps have been taken and are being taken to assure the 
proper carrying out of those responsibilities , 

It should be mentioned that the principal problem in 
the study of defense against unconventional attack was the possi- 
bility of smuggling- into the United States an atom bomb or bombs • 

This possibility was raised in November , 1947 , and was the subject 
of study by the Atomic Energy Commission and by a special committee 
set up by the Secretary of Defense, as well as by the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Internal Security , < 

Combatting smuggling is, of course, the primary responsi- 
bility of the Customs and Coast Guard, Since the outbreak of 
hostilities in Korea, the Customs and the Coast Guard, by reason, 
of Customs membership on the Corking Committee of ICIS, took ad- 
vantage of their prerogatives under Section 581 of the Tariff Act 
to conduct searches of suspected vessels beyond the three-mile 
limit. 

Customs and the Coast Guard are at the present time », 
conducting searches of suspected vessels under the authority of 
Public Law $879, 81st Congress, Second Session, effective August 9, . 
1950, which is better known as S, 3859, "an Act to authorise the 
President to control the anchorage and movement of foreign flag 
vessels in waters of the United States when the national security 
of the United States is endangered, and for other purposes," 

The Bureau's first responsibility in the field of. 
defense against unconventional attack is to report promptly to 
the interested agencies information coming to its attention re- 
garding the possibility of such attack.

The next responsibility of the Bureau is to conduct 
immediate and thorough investigations of indi vi duals who may engage 
in such unconventional methods of warfare*. The field has been 
instructed that it is the responsibility of the Bureau to determine 
the existence and whereabouts of any espionage or sabotage agents 
in connection with biological , chemical , or radiological warfare , 
and to keep the other agencies of the Government advised of the 
results of such investigation * (SAG letter #204, Series 1949, dated 
November 16, 1949.) The Bureau's investigative Jurisdiction of 
illegal possession of fissionable materials is clearly set out 
in the Atomic Energy. Act of 1946, of which the field is well aware. 
In this latter regard, we have advised the field as recently as 
Bureau Bulletin #27, Series 1959, dated April 6, 1950, concerning 
the proper precautions to be taken fra the handling of fi ssionable 
and radioactive materials.

by the Secretary in matters relating to biological warfare, chemical warfare and 
radiological warfare. You may also recall that report emphasized in its reccemsn- 
dationa that defensive aspects both civil and military should be given increased 
emphasis in an expanded program. 
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An analysis of this report reflects the most important 
recommendations made by this Committee, particularly in comparison 
with recommendations of the previous M Hoe Committee which considered 
these matters, were that more emphasis be placed on the offensive 
use of Chemical Warfare in military measures at the outset of a war, 
and that more Study and evaluation be given to the offensive use of 
Biological W&rfare and Badiologieal Warfare. 



It is recommended that the FBI Laboratory make appropriate 
contacts with the Department of Defense to ascertain the type of 
protective clothing, gas masks, etc., that can be successfully used in 
the event of BW or CW attacks. The cost of this type of equipment 
should be determined, where it is manufactured, and similar pertinent 
data. 

It is recommended that when the above information is obtained 
the Bureau Laboratory should make an analysis and study to recommend 
whether or: not seme equipment of this type should be obtained for 
Bureau personnel for the investigation of sabotage oases involving

not see that any nation would consider the use of bubonic plague in 
biologi cal warfare because of its irap ractibility as hereinafter set 
forth. | I acquainted with the presence of 

the plague among wild rodents in New Mexico and in the United States 
for several yea.rs. She stated that it originally was observed in the 
United States in the San Francisco area around 1900, and since that 
time it has gradually spread among wild rodents from west to east. 

It has now reached an area from the West Coast to a line running north 
and south at approximately the border of New Mexico. She states that 
it extends from the southern to the northern border of the United 
States and is undoubtedly in corresponding areas in Canada and Mexico. 

By way of explanation, she advised that the plague is a 
disease that is only transmitted by an injection from an infected 
source to the blood stream of an individual. As a result, the common 
carrier of the plague bacteria is the flea. She stated the common 
concept of the plague is that it is communicable between an infected y 

rodent, animal, or human. She stated that this is not necessarily ■tpnar 
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KSP-SAB (BUBONIC PLAGUE) 


as the flea is the best carrier. In explaining the method of transmission 
from an infected flea to an individual, she pointed out that the flea must 
not only be infected, but must also have a defect in its eating apparatus, 
whereby it has a block in this apparatus, so that when it is sucking blood 
from an animal or human, all the blood does not pass to the flea and some 
eventually goes back to the animal or human from which it originally came. 

She stated that it is only an insect similar to .the flea that has this type 
of eating apparatus in which the bacteria survives and is transmitted back 
to the anima.l - from which it is feeding during the feeding process. Hence, 
she states that an infected rodent or'' animal is not necessarily the carrier 
of the bubonic plague, but it is the fleas from the animal which are dangerous. 
In brief, she stated that the plague started. on the Fast Coast, around 1900 • 

and has gradually reached part way across the United States and will probably 
go further east. She stated it is found most frequently among vrild rodents, 

I in the past twentyfive years prior to 19 1*9, there were twentyfivi 
cases of bubonic plague among humans reported in. the Uni ted ■ States - August 

19l*9 there were four cases among humans reported in New Mexico, | 

Briefly, these four cases, one of which was fatal, were reported 
in New Mexico. Each case indicated that the victi m had shortly befo re the 
illness, handled wild rodents which he had killed. I I stated 

that this to her was a very definite cause- of the disease. She also advised 
that there is a definite treatment for plague with streptomycin or oromycin 
which brings practically immediate results. The one case, in New Mexico which 
was fatal was not diagnosed as the plague until after death. 

There is being forwarded herewith to the Bureau two charts pre- 
pared by the Public Health Service , one of which shows plague found in 
animals in the United States from 1902 to 1 91*9. 

For the information of offices not receiving copies of these charts, 
they reflect that the U.S., Public Health Service has surveyed for the plague 
in all of the Western states, which covers ah area west of a line extending 
from the southern tip of Texas due north to the Canadian border. In this 
area, they have found positive evidence of the plague among wild rodents 
in the states lying west of a line directly north of the eas'd boundary of the 
state of New Mexico. ' 

The second chart shows the evidence of human plague in the United 
States from 1900 to 191*9 . Most of this is shown in California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, New Mexico, Utah, and Idaho. There are other cases on eastern seaports. 
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particularly in New Orleans and one is shown in Michigan. It has been ex- ^

HUMAN PLAGUE IN THE UNITED STATES 
1900 - 1949 





Possibly some of you saw headlines in newspapers published in the 
States during August, such as, "Black Death Stirs Albuquerque," "Black Plague 
Hits Two in New Mexico," and "Dark Age Piague Found in Two«" It is unfor- 
tunate that we must still seriously discuss plague., for we already know so 
much about its cause and mode of spread j but as long as such headlines do 
occur, it is necessary that we who are interested in Public Health and Pre- 
ventive Medicine do seriously consider plague and acquaint ourselves with the 
plague of today, its prevalence, and its potentialities. 


The romantic glamour which surrounds the subject of plague has been 
evidenced in poetry, fiction, and art. Historians and scientists have com- 
piled innumerable reports and weighty volumes. The literature of each age 
abounds with facts, figures, and tables. Biblical references carry the 
° K history of plague back to 1320 B.C. The historian with a philosophic turn 

of mind could point out how plague was the cause of the fall o'f Athens, played 
a major part in the developments that led up to the Reformation, and could 
present evidence of the instability of social standards following a great 
universal calamity. 


Particular enphasis will be placed upon plague as it occurs on this 
continent — more particularly as it occurs in the United States. To understand 
and follow the spread of a communicable disease, it is necessary to be able to 
demonstrate the seed, the sower, and the soil. We have such information rela- 
tive to bubonic plague, which is characterized by inflamation and enlargement 
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of lymph glands --axillary, cervical, and inguinal— and pneumonic plague, which 
is characterized by respiratory symptoms, capillary hemorrhages, and fre- 
quently by sudden death. In I 89 U Kitasato and Yersin working independently 
isolated and described Pasteurella pestis, the organism producing plague. In 
the minds of investigators, bubonic plague had long been associated with domestic 

rats, and in 1906 and 190? the Indian Plague Commission found the rat flea to be 
• * 

the vector transmitting the infection from the rat to man. 

If the domestic rat were the only reservoir of infection, then im- 
proved standards of living and environmental conditions aimed at breaking the 
connection between man and rat would render the spread of plague improbable 
pr even impossible. Careful study of the 'history of plague would seem to 
—indicate that the disease centered around the Central Asiatic Plateau, Pandemics 
Stemming from this area would subside for as long as two centuries and then oc- 
cur in another area, again stemming from central Asia. Each of these pandemics 
was associated with an epizootic among domestic rats. The first reference 

made by modern medical literature to plague in wild rodents was in 1895 when 

‘ ( J 

Bjeliavski described this infection in the tarbagan, the marmot of Asia. How- 
ever it is known that the Mongols possessed knowledge of plague, which they 
passed from generation to generation together with legends dealing with the 
tarbagan and its dangers. These considerations give strength to the theory 
that Central Asia is the focus of plague and that the disease is perpetuated 
among the wild rodents, more particularly the tarbagan. Jorge (1928) made a 
^distinction between pandemic plague introduced into human settlements by the 
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domestic rodents and selvatic plague acquired by man only when he invaded 
areas populated 'by wild rodents infected with plague. The term "selvatic" had 
been changed to "syl vatic" by the medical profession, the term implying wild 
rather than woods or forest. 



The first case of plague diagnosed in the United States was that of 
a Chinese in San Francisco, California, March 6, 1900. Previous to this, 

•plague had been found on ships at quarantine stations in the United States : 

Port Townsend, San Francisco (1899), and New York. (See attached table) 

There are two theories for the source of this first case of plague in San 
Francisco: (a) infected rats from ships arriving from the Hong Kong area 
where a pandemic had been in existence since 189U, or (b) infected wild rodents 
that had entered this continent by way of the Aleutians with the original 
settlers. Whether the infection was carried by domestic rats riding on ships 
or by wild rodents traveling with the aborigines across the Aleutians, the 
fact remains that between 1900 and 190lj. San Francisco had 120 cases of plague 
with llU deaths. These were in Chinatown, and an epizootic among domestic 
rats was in progress at the same time. . A drastic rat eradication program 
was developed, and no more cases were reported until 1907. The great earth- 
quake and fire of 1906 had readied rat harborage and breeding places. During 
1907, 178 cases with 87 deaths were reported. These cases were scattered 
over San Francisco and surrounding areas . The state of Washington had three 
cases with three deaths during the same year. 
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In 1908 plague was demonstrated in ground squirrels in Contra 
Costa County, which is near San Francisco. This was the first proof that, the 
infection had spread to wild rodents in California and was the beginning of 
the study of plague infection of wild rodents by the U.S. Public Health 
Service. The study started in California and has continued through all of the 
western states. (See maps) Tables are given showing the states in which 
wild rodent infection was demonstrated. The wild rodents and the ectoparasites 
incriminated are also given. All tables and maps were furnished by the Western 
Communicable Disease Center Laboratory of the U.S. Public Health Service 


through the kindness ofl 


If the U.S. Public Health 


Service . In the beginning, wild rodent infection was demonstrated by inocula' — , 
portions of, the organs of possibly infected rodents into guinea pigs. In 1936 
adopted the method of parasite inoculation of guinea pigs . This 
method permitted more rapid examination of rodents with less possibility of 

secondary infection of the test animals. ' 

\ 

Special mention should be made of two outbreaks of pneumonic plague 
in California. The first was in Oakland, 1919, where there were 13 cases and 
13 deaths. The original case was in a man who had been hunting squirrels. 

The remainder were contact cases. The second was in Los Angeles in 192k 
where there were 33 cases of pneumonic plague with 31 deaths. Again a wild 
rodent infection was the most probable source of the first case. It would 
seem that wild rodents are prone to have lung infections, hence might transmit 
the infection to man by secretions from the lungs, producing the highly in- 
fectious pneumonic type infection. The bubonic type infection is usually 
produced through the skin by ectoparasites. 
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Since 1900 there have been 5l5 cases of plague in the United 
States with 338, deaths. In the last 25 years, there have been 25 cases with 
13 deaths--not a very drastic picture when one compares that record with that 
of many other communicable diseases. Since there was on the average only 
one case per year during the last 25 years, it would seem that the, problem 
is well under control until one studies the reports of the U.S. Public Health. 
Service and learns of the rapidly expanding areas in which plague-infected 
wild rodents and ectoparasites have been found. (See table and map) Within 
10 years after plague first appeared in San Francisco, plague had been 
demonstrated in wild rodents in nine surrounding counties. By 1935, plague- 
infected wild rodents were found in Montana and Oregon. They were not found 
in Arizona until 1938, although search had been made for them since 1935. 
Infected wild rodents were first demonstrated in New Mexico in 1938. Since 
1908 wild rodents have been found in 15 western states. The evidence 
and records would indicate that plague spread from domestic rats in San 
Francisco first to the ground squirrels and then to other wild rodents in 
the western states . This spread of plague in ’wild rodents has gradually 
extended from the Pacific coast eastward and has now been demonstrated in 
those states cut by the 100th meridian. (See map) California spent 
several million dollars in- an attempt, to eradicate the ground squirrel 
around San Francisco but failed. Any attempt to eradicate wild rodents would 
failj hence we must accept the fact that we have in the wild rodents in 
the. United States a permanent reservior of plague infection. As long as the 
reservoir of infection is in the wild rodent, we could expect only a few 
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cases and those widely scattered unless, a pneumonic infection should occur 
when rapid spread might be expected. The following quotation is taken 


from a lecture given by 


lof the Hooper foundation: "It is 


not unlikely that the reign of the rat plague is over and that its place 
has been assumed by wild rodents. However, the danger of a return to ^ the 
rat is everlasting as long as the foci of sylvatic plague persist." 

The Hew Mexico Public Health Laboratory has been on the alert for 
cases of plague since 1938 when the U.S. Public Health Service first re- 
ported plague in the wild rodents of one of our countries., There was no 

< • 

suggestion of human infection until August 1, 1 9h9, when the Laboratory 
received a request for aid in the diagnosis of two cases. A slide made 
from material aspirated from an axillary bubo of a ten-year-old boy of Taos 
county was received first. Numerous bipolar gram-negative bacilli, slightly 
pleomorphic, were observed. Careful observation gave some evidence of cap- 
sule formation* A preliminary report was given stating that the organisms 
observed resembled Pasteurella pestis, and a request was made for aspirated 
material for culturing. A few days later, a blood agar plate seeded with 
aspirated material was received. 

Late on August 1, 19l*9> the pathologist at the Veterans Hospital 
in Albuquerque called stating that a man from Placitas, Sandoval County, had 
been admitted to the hospital and his clinical symptoms resembled plague. 

The pathologist had inoculated a guinea pig from material aspirated from 
an inguinal bubo, and the next morning we received a blood agar plate seeded 
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with the aspirated material. A specimen of whole blood was also received# 

The blood agar plate from the Taos case and the one from the Veterans 
Hospital patient after incubation showed slightly irregular, grayish colonies 
that were sticky or slimy when picked with a platinum needle-. Good growth 
of these colonies was obtained upon all the usual laboratory media with 
the exception of media containing bile salts. Acid but no gas was produced 
in broth containing dextrose, mannite, and xylose. Neither acid nor gas 
was produced in broth containing saccharose, lactose, or dulcite. The 

/ 

organism was nonmotile. 

August o, a guinea pig was inoculated subcutaneously with broth 
culture from the Taos case. After two days the pig had lost an iiprccidbLc amount pf 
vreighi, and a hard, palpable node was demonstrated at the site of inoculation. 
The guinea pig died August 10. At v the site of inoculation, there was a hard 
palpable node 6 cm. in diameter. This node was necrotic and surrounded by 
a large hemorrhagic area. The inguinal lymph gland was approximately 1-| cm. 
long, very hard, and surrounding vessels were engorged. The liver showed 
little evidence of pathology other than enlargement. The lungs showed marked 
consolidation. Microscopic examination of slides made from node at the site 
of inoculation showed Gram-negative bacilli with polar bodies, 

A second guinea pig was inoculated August U by using organisms 
isolated from the Veterans Hospital case. August 12 the animal, near death, 
was sacrificed and posted. The gross pathology resembled the first guinea 
pig inoculated from the Taos case with the exception that the abdominal wall 
was more -engorged, the spleen was covered wity many cream-colored, necrotic 
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areas while the liver showed little macroscopic pathology other than a 
slight enlargement and Some granulation. Gram-negative bacilli showing 
bipolar bodies were observed on slides made from the necrotic areas of the 
spleen. 

A while blood specimen was received from the Veterans Hospital 

Agglutination tests were made on the patient's 
serum with the following antigens : typhon d, Brucella, tularemia, Proteus 
0X19, OXK, and 0X2. No reactions were obtained. Agglutination tests 
were made with antigen prepared from organisms. isolated from the patient's 
bubo. Complete agglutination was obtained in a dilution of 1:61*0. Ag- 
glutination tests were also made with antigen prepared from organisms isolated 
from Solomon Salazar, the Taos case. Agglutination was obtained in a dilu- 
tion of 1:160, The clot of the blood specimen was planted in tryptose broth, 
and a bile medium. No growth was obtained# 

The Laboratory gave the following report on each case: -Pasteurella 
pestis was demonstrated from plates seeded with aspirated material from 
bubo. 

The two cases mentioned above are the only cases of human plague 
diagnosed in New Mexico. The cases were from areas 200 miles apart with 
no connection. The little boy of Taos probably received his infection 
from a bite of a flea escaped from the' body of a prairie dog which he 
killed by throwing a stone. The fact that he could be close enough 1 to 


patient , 
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kill the animan with a stone indicated that it was sick. The man from 
Sandoval probably received his infection from fleas from ground squirrels 
that he had killed while working on his farm. The man showed skin lesions 

•r 

on the thigh that were probably due to the bite of the flea. The child 
was critically ill when first seen by his physician. He received sulfa- 
diazine and streptomycin and made a rapid, uneventful recovery. The man 
was moderately ill when admitted as a patient at the Veterans Hospital. 

His medication included sulfadiazine and penicillin, and his recovery was 
uneventful. (Statements relative to medication were given by telephone 
by the physicians in charge of the cases.) 

These two New Mexico cases of human plague are good examples 
of what might be expected considerin' the reservior of plague infection 
in the wild rodents of the western states. Very possibly there are un- 
diagnosed human cases in New Mexico and other states with widely scattered 
population. In some rural areas of New Mexico people are born, live, and 
die without seeing a physician. This condition is decreasing; but as long 
as we have people widely scattered and living miles from a physician, many 
cases of illness are unattended by a physician. 

As plague in wild rodents spreads eastward — and it is spreading 
rather slowly but steadily — there will be more and more possibility of 
domestic rats becoming infected from wild rodents. If an epizootic of 
plague in domestic rats was established, many human cases might occur al- 
though modern methods of sanitation and of medical care would prevent a 
repetition of the pandemics of history. 
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What can be done to prevent the spread of plague? Infected wild 
rodents cannot be eradicated. Active measures should be taken to decrease 
the domestic rat population. This should include rat proofing of buildings 
and the elimination of sources of a food supply for the rats. Scientific 
garbage and refuse disposal is indicated as well as better storage of grain 
and other agricultural products. Since the disease is transmitted to man 
from the infected rodent by the ectoparasites of the rodent, a break in 
the chain may be made by killing the parasites on the rat. This may be 
accomplished in part by dusting rat runways and rat harbors with an insec- 
ticide such as DDT. 

We probably will continue to have isolated cases of plague among 

those who frequent areas populated by wild rodents. Adults and children 

should be educated relative to care necessary to avoid contact with the 

wild rodent and his parasites and particularly to be on the alert for 

sick animals, for it is the parasite from a sick animal or the sick animal’s 

nest that is prone to be an infective parasite.

Since this report was written, a ?§-year-old boy in Lincoln 
County died, possible of plague. The boy was taken to a physician at 
Fort Stanton, November U. Apparently he was not in a very serious con- 
dition and was sent home. He was returned to the Fort Stanton Hospital 
November 5 in the morning; his temperature was somewhat higher; by noon 
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ho was markedly worse, and by 2:30 he was dead. A post mortem, examination 
was made, and the doctor in charge diagnosed the case as being bubonic 
plague with pneumonic and. septicemic complications. Portions of the organs 


were sent to l l at the Yiestern Communicable Disease Laboratory in San 

Francisco j and he confirmed the child was probably infected by ectoparasites 
from tree squirrels. A clear history could not be obtained, but dead tree 
squirrels were found in the barn and near the dwelling of this child.

During the past $0 years , epidemics of human plague, totaling 

over kOO cases, have taken place in California, Washington, Louisiana, , 

Texas and Florida. With the exception of the 1919 Oakland, California, 

\ 

pneumonic outbreak, which begun when a squirrel hunter fell ill, all of 
these epidemics have happened during epizootics in domestic rodents, par- 
ticularly among rats. 

Somewhat less than another 100 cases have appeared as sporadic, 
widely separated instances in which some association could be shown' with 
wild animals, especially with rodents. During the past 25 years approxi- 
mately 1 case per year of this kind t has been reported. These have been- 
observed in California, Oregon, Nevada, Idaho, and Utah. Since the k New 
Mexico cases are undoubtedly of wild rodont origin, it is with the epidemiolo- 
gocal aspect of that type of infection which this paper is particularly concerned

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Plague in wild rodents was suspected in 1903, during the first 
San Francisco epidemic, when 2 human cases were reported in rural Contra 
Costa County across the bay. An attempt was made to determine whether 
squirrels were involved, but no infected animals were found. In 1908, 
following the second San Francisco epidemic, human cases occurred in 

Contra Costa and Los Angeles Counties and subsequently plague infected 

/ 

squirrels were found in both counties. The search for infected squirrels 
was extended then to other areas and during the next two years, the infec- 
tion was found in squirrels in 11 different counties in California. 

Human plague attiributable to contact with infected wild rodents 
was limited to California until 1934 when a human case was reported in 
Oregon.. Infected rodents were found in Oregon in 1935. and successively 
in the following States: Montana, 1935; Idaho, 1936; Nevada, 1936; 

Wyoming, 1936; Washington, 1937; Arizona, 1938; New Mexico, 1938; 

Colorado, 1941; North Dakota, 1941; Oklahoma, 1944; Kansas, 1945, and 
Texas, 1946. Surveys have been conducted in over 600 counties of the 
17 westernmost States and 'plague has been found nearly 4,000 times in the 
wild rodents of 131 counties of 15 of these States, South Dakota and 
Nebraska being the exceptions. 

As noted above, the first positive findings in New Mexico were 
in 1938.

No infection has yet been found in Grant, Hidalgo, Sierra, Luna, 
Otero, Chaves, De Baca, Curry, Roosevelt, Mora, Harding, San Miguel, or 
Santa Fe Counties, although all of these have been surveyed on 1 or more ' 
occasions. 

Over half of the counties in New Mexico are knovm to have con- 
tained plague and with plague being found in 11 counties in 19U9, it is 
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little wonder that h human cases have been observed recently. The 
first patient was a boy who is a resident of Cerro in Taos County, who 
became ill on July 23, 19U9. Some h or 5 days before failing ill, the 
patient and his brother killed a prairie dog- about 15-0 yards from his 
home by throwing a rock and hitting it in the head. Presumably the prairie 
dog was sick because ordinarily one cannot approach as closely as this 
to these animals. Curiously enough, the boy who later became sick with 
plague did not handle the animal but his younger brother picked up the 
prairie dog and carried it home. About a quarter of a mile from the home, 
a prairie dog colony was later noted which appeared to have been thoroughly 
depopulated. Not a single live dog was seen,, Plague infection was dis- 
covered for the first time in Taos County in 19l*9 in prairie dogs about 
20 miles west of Cerro. 

The second case occurred almost simultaneously on July 28, 19ij9, 

I 

when a man who lived at Placitas in Sandoval County, became ill. The 
patient claims not to have handled any wild animals prior to falling ill, 
but he did kill 2 pocket- gophers while irrigating his farm 2 or 3 days 
before the onset of his illness. Plague was first discovered in Sandoval 
County in 19 h3, in grasshopper mice about 9 miles west of Placitas. Plague 
was again found in this county in 19 U9 in prairie dogs about 50 miles 
northwest of Placitas. 

The third case (fatal on November 19h9) was a boy who lived 
in San Patricio in Lincoln County. No history of contact with wild animals 
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could be obtained from the patient or his family. However, a neighbor 
later reported finding several dead ground squirrels on his farm at. about 
the same time that the boy became ill. The death of these ground squirrels 
nay have been caused by plague. Plague was found in Lincoln County in 
19)|3 in prairie dogs and was also found in 19b8 and 19ii9 about 37 miles 
west of San Patricio. 

The fourth case was a man who lives at Maljamar in Lea County. 

He went hunting on January 6 when he shot and cleaned 5 cottontail rabhits. 
Plague had never before been found in the wild animals of Lea County but 
a survey crew working in February 1950 uncovered evidence of an active 
epizootic in rabbits, pack rats, and grasshopper mice. 

No domestic rodents arere observed in the homes or environs 
where the first 3 cases resided. However, the town (Maljamar) where the 

fourth patient lives is rat-infested. A survey of the rats indicates that 

I 

they are not involved in the epizootic which is present in the wild animals 
of the county. None of the rats obtained have been infested with ectopara- 
sites of any kind and presumably can be excluded as a possible source of 
infection for the human case. It must be concluded, therefore, that all 
h of these cases resulted from contact with wild rodents. The histories 
given indicate the probably sources to be prairie dogs, pocket-gophers, 
squirrels, and rabbits. > 

The diagnosis of human plague should be indicated by the clinical 
picture, supported by the epidemiological situation, and confirmed by 
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laboratory determinations. Bubonic plague must be differentiated from 
adenitis due to tularemia, streptococcal and staphyloccal infections,' 
lymphogranuloma venereum, syphilis, and filariasis. Septicemic plague 
must be differentiated from tularemia, typhus, typhoid* malaria, and 
from the more common causes of septicomia. Pneumonic plague must be 
differentiated from other types of pneumonic involvement* 

The diagnosis of bubonic plague can be confirmed by aspirating 
o thc bubo to make smears, cultures, and animal inoculations with the fluid 
obtained. In septicemic cases, blood cultures arc easily obtained, while 
in the pneumonic type., the sputum is loaded with plague bacilli. 

Treatment with streptomycin and sulfadiazine is the method of 
choice. Streptomycin should be given in doses of 0,25 to 1,0 Gm. every 

* i 

U hours for a period of four to 8 days depending . upon the severity of the 
symptoms. Sulfdiazine should be given simultaneously- with an initial 
do3e of iuO Gm. followed by 1.5 to 2.0 Gm, every U hours until the tem- 
perature is normal. Then smaller doses of 0.5 Gm. every U hours should be 
given for another 10 days or 2 weeks. In very severe cases it may be 
desirable to give sulfadiazine intravenously. Prophylactic immunization 
with plague vaccines is not a practicable solution in this country. 

Conclusion : 

Sporadic cases of bubonic plague caused by association with 
infected wild rodents will continue to be observed. It behooves western 
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physicians to regard all cases of inguinal and axillary lymphadenlpthy 
with a high index of suspicion.

The development of double agents for penetration into any 
group of Soviet BW saboteurs or Soviet W intelligence agents in order to 
secure information concerning the activities and future plans of these enemy 
agents in the United States* 

The development of double agents to engage in a deceptive 
program to confuse the Soviets as to the progress of the United States in 
research and to cause them to waste time and money in engaging in research on 
the basis of deceptive information furnished to them. 
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(d) Notification of interested agencies: 

To furnish to the Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference, 
the Intelligence Advisory Committee, and to all other interested agencies, per- 
tinent information obtained relating to BW sabotage and/or intelligence which 
is brought to our attention through investigation or by other means*

In a memorandum dated April 28, 1948, the Attorney General was 
furnished with the results of the above conference. It was also pointed out 
to the Attorney General that ! I wlth the apparent approval of (®II, 

had indicated the need for a board or committee to coordinate the intelligence 
and counterintelligence re BW, and secondly, to work out a preventive and 
educational program aimed at combatting bacteriological warfare. The Attorney 
General was advised that the planning for such a committee would necessarily 
have to be made on a top level policy-making plane, and that inasmuch as the 
Office of Naval Intelligence instigated the conferences on this matter, this 
Bureau was not taking any action toward recommending the establishment of 
such a committee. (100-93216-145) •

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(b) Information re BN sabotage furnished to the field. 

By letter dated May 8, 1948, the Indianapolis Office ( covering 
the location of I I residence) and the Baltimore, Boston, Chicago, 

New York, and San Francisco Offices were furnished with detailed information 
derived from the above conferences, alerting them to the dangers of BBT as a 
sabotage weapon and advising them of the availability of | l as a 

source of information in this field, (100-93216-146). 

On May 25, 1948, SAC Letter #61, Series 1948, captioned 
"Bacteriological Warfare - Sabotage" was forwarded to the field. This letter 
pointed out the susceptibility of the United States to a well-organised BW 
attack. The letter noted that to be most effective, such anattack would be 
insidious and would precede outbreak of hostilities. The object of the attack 
would be to undermine morale and economic potentialities of this country rather 
than the massed destruction of our Armed Forces. It was noted that trained 
saboteurs might employ in a BW sabotage attack the following avenues of approach: 

(1) Contamination of water. 

(2) Contamination of air, i. e., ventilation ducts, chimney 
smokes, dust, etc. 

(3) Contamination through insects and animals. 

(4) Contamination of food supplies, drugs, etc. 

The field was also advised that a crippling BW sabotage attack 
does not require highly lethal agents. 

In this SAC Letter the field was also furnished with information 
concerning the cultivation of BW agents, quantity of material required, opera- 
ting personnel necessary to carry on a wide-scale BW attack, and information 
concerning the possible organization of a group of enemy saboteurs engaged in 
BW sabotage. The field was als o advised of the hypothe tical master sabotage b6 
plan which had been outlined by | ~] at the conferences pre- 
viously referred to herein which were held in April or 1948. (100-93216) . b 7C 

(c) Communist Party Informant Program. 

It is believed that any possible BW sabotage plan considered 
or contemplated by the Communist Party in the United States would be promptly 
brought to the Bureau's attention through our already existing Communist Party 
Informant Program. 

(d) Double Agent Program.

b7C 5 . What Additional Steps Can We Take ? 



(a) Informant and Double Agent Program. 

It is believed that our Informant Program in this field can be 
enlarged upon. It is suggested, however, that this program should be care- 
fully and slowly developed to secure at least one double agent at every BUT 
research center in the United States. 




(b) Alerting our field offices. 

We must continue to furnish pertinent information regarding the 
latest BW developments and methods likely to be employed against the United 
States to our field offices. 


(e) Distribution of information to other agencies. 



We must continue to fUmish to other interested agencies any 
pertinent information secured or developed by this Bureau in this field from 
our sources in the United States or abroad in order that these agencies can 
afford protection to any installation which might be a BW sabotage target 
and/or in order that they can develop in their laboratories the aggressive 
agent to counteract the BW sabotage agent to be employed by the enemy.
